REVELSTOKE, B.C., June 15-- 
(CP)—Stronghold of the Liberal 
party for more than 25 years, 
Revelstoke riding today is under 
the banner of the Co-Operative 
Commonwealth Federation party. 
Vincent Segur, one-time Liberal 
and at present a railway locomotive 
engineer, broke the old-line party 
ties last night when electors gave 
him a slight majority of votes over 
Joseph McKinnon, Liberal-Coali- 
tion candidate, in the by-electivn 
made necessary by the death last 
January of Harry Johnstone, who re- 
Presented the riding since 1937. 

With 16 of 20 polls complete 
Segur’s vote was 1,036 against 968 
for McKinnon. Polling in the re- 
maining four polls, representing a 
total of about 60 votes, will not af- 
fect the result. 


RECORD BALLOTING 


The victory gave the C.C.F. party 
16 members in the 48-member pro- 
vincial legislature. The Liberal- 
Coalition group has 19 members 
and the Progressive Conservatives 
11, all aligned with coalition. One 
Labor member and one Independ- 
ent Liberal complete the member- 
ship. 

Results from all over the 20- 
poll riding indicated that electors 
turned out in record numbers. 
The voting in Revelstoke city 
totalled 1,436, the largest ever re- 
corded, and of this total Segur 
gained 731 against 705 for Mc- 
Kinnon. In the provincial elec- 
tion in 1941, the Revelstoke riding 
vote was 1,282. 
While party members celebrated 
the victory, Harold Winch, pro- 

vincial C.C.F. leader, declared it is 
“the definite intention” of the party 
to contest all parliamentary seats 


WINCH’S VIEW 
“Provincial governments through- 
out the Dominion,” Mr. Winch said, 
“will do well to heed the Revel- 
stoke vote and immediately adopt 
real total-war policies for the 
achieving of military victory and 
proceed with aggressive, progres- 
sive policies to establish economic 
security at home.” 
The Revelstoke voting marked 
the second C.C.F. by-election 
victory for the party since the 
1941 provincial election. Geo. 
Stirling won the Salmon Arm 
seat held for many years by Hon. 
Rolf Bruhn, elected as a Con- 
servative and who served as pub- 
lic works minister in the coalition 
government. 
“Segur, elected president of the 
C.C.F. club here in 1933, was a can- 
didate in the provincial election 
that year but was defeated by Dr. 
Henry Sutherland, Liberal member 
since 1916 and minister of public 
works from 1922 to 1928. 


VOTING IN 1941 

The 1941 election was a three-way 
affair, with Harry Johnstone, Lib- 
eral polling 1,065 votes, against 678 
votes for the C.C.F. candidate, F. J. 
McKenzie, and 427 for the Conser- 
vative representative, W. J. John- 
son.

Premier Ernest Manning 
Declares Supreme State 
No Solution to Problem 


The doctrine of the supreme state which is the basis of 
all socialist philosophy is no solution to the Canadian 
problem, Premier Ernest Manning declared in an address 


Monday night. : , 


“Far from democracy needing 
socialism, every step toward cen- | 
tralizing power and concentrating 
it in the hands of the state 
authority operating through a 
vast bureaucracy is a further re- 
treat from true democracy,” 
Premier Manning stated. 


Socialism destroys democrocy— 
for the very essence of democracy 
is that the state and all its institu- 
tions should exist to serve the 
people and must, therefore, be con- 
trolled by the people; whereas un. | 
der socialism in any guise, the 
people become the mere creatures 
of a supreme state authority. 


“Under democracy, the people 
are free; under socialism the state 
—that.is those in control of the 
state institutions—constitute the 
supreme power.” 


GHASTLY TRAGEDY 


Continuing, Mr. Manning said, 
“On examination, we are forced to 
the conclusion that socialism is in- 
separable from totalitarianism. 
What a ghastly tragedy it would be 
if, in our anxiety to build a better 
Canada out of the havoc and car- 
nage of this war, we blindly stumbl- 
ed into the adoption of the very 
same kind of social system that has 
reduced Europe to a shambles and 
for the abolition of which our brave 
men are sacrificing their lives.

OTTAWA, June 15.—In view of 
war developments and earlier of- 
ficial predictions that Cartadian 
forces would be engaged with 
the enemy this year, €@xpecte- 
tions of the entry of the Cana- 
dian Army into offensive opera- 
tions against the Axis have begun 
to turn to the Mediterranean 
area, 


The time may be near, according 
to some sources, in which the Cana- 
dian public will learn the effect of 
warnings ‘such as that given by 
Prime Minister King last February 
that 1943 might see “all our forces 
engaged in mortal combat with the 
enemy.” 

Brief speculation without official 
foundation arose when Defence 
Minister J. L. Ralston and his chief 
military advisers dramatically en- 
tered the Washington conferences 
on strategy last month. 

Changes involving the transfer of 
Canadian Army formations to other 
theatres of war from their long 
vigil on the invasion coasts of Bri- 
tain, if made at Washington, it is 
reasonable to believe, would 
completed shortly. 


JUST SPECULATION 

No information has been given 
publicly, and a statement which 
Mr. King indicated he might pre- 
sent to parliament on the Washing- 
ton conferences in which he par- 
ticipated, has not been given, For 
that reason, news anticipating im- 
portant changes in the employment 
of the Canadian Army is pure 
speculation, but appraisals of the

"1101 Students 


Are Reported 
To War Board 


One hundred and one students 
who have failed in their studies 
at the University of Alberta have 
been reported to the regional 
mobilization board, Dr. Robert 
Newton, University president, 
said Tuesday. 

Of the total, 52 of the failures 
were in arts and sciences four 
were in agriculture, and 45 in ap- 
plied science. 

Under wartime regulations which 
apply to all Canadian universities, 
students who do not make passing 
marks in their examinations are 
eligible for war. service. 

Notifications of failure go out 
from the university in triplicate, 
one copy to the student, another 
copy to the regional mobilization 
board, and the third copy to the 
wartime bureau of technical per- 
sonnel at Ottawa. 


NOT INEVITABLE 

In the case of a senior student, 
failure does not automatically mean 
army service, as the Ottawa bureau 
might find him of use in a technical 
branch. While a failure in just one 
subject would debar a student from 
passing, he might at the same time 
have excellent marks in technical 
subjects, and thus be of value in 
the industrial war effort. 

Such consideration would not be 
given a junior student, however, as 
they would have little technical 
training of industrial value.

The destruction of only two of 
Essen’s 300 workships deprived the 
Germans of neariy 1,000 military 
trucks and at least 150 locomotives, 
Bedinal! said. 

“The destruction at Dortmund is 
catastrophic,’ he said. ‘It is esti- 
mated that it may be years before 
Dortmund is able to work as it once 
did. The damage at Duisburg af- 
fected railway and river communi- 
cations for hundreds of miles. ... 


BATTLE OF ATTRITION 

“It may be a long time before it 
is possible to say that the Ruhr 
has been extinguished as an indus- 
trial force, but there is no doubt 
that it is suffering a battle of attri- 
tion of incalculable effect on the 
whole military strength of the 
Axis.” 

Berlin dispatches to Zurich news- 
papers said that the Germans ac- 
knowledged that the American 
raids on Wilhelmshaven, Cuxhaven, 
Bremen and Kiel Friday and Sun- 
day and the British-Canadian raid 
on Dusseldorf Friday night caused | 
“enormous” damage and casualties. 

Hitler's own newspaper, Voel- 
kischer Beobachter, said that some 
regions which have undergone 600 
air raid alerts and upwards of 200 
actual raids were suffering from 
“unbearable physical, nervous and 
mental stress.”

Wine by Coupons 


TORONTO, June 15—(CP)—A 
ration coupon sales plan for home 
consumers of native wine, effective 
immediately, was announced by 
Liquor Board chairman St. Clair 
Gordon today.

Declares Supreme State 
No Solution to Problem

that the socialist policies of the 
C.C.F. will bring about a reformed 
democratic system simply does not 
realife what the philosophy of 
socialism involves. I fear that: few 
have read the full exposition of the 
C.C.F. proposals as outlined by the 
leading socialist authorities in the 
recently published book, Social 
Planning for Canada. Those who 
take the trouble to do so I feel sure, 
will have grave doubts about hand- 
ing over dictatorial powers to some 
supreme state authority—and re- 
member, that is the basis of all 
socialist planning. 

Because of the grave importance 
of this issue to all who have at 
heart the good and welfare of the 
people of Canada, I would like. to 
discuss this question a little mare 
fully and to put some pertinent 
questions before you. 


BASIC FACTS 


First of all let us recount the 
basic facts regarding the whole 
problem of post-war reconstruction. 
What is it that the people of Can- 
ada want in the post war period? 
What is it that the men of our 
fighting’ forces want when they re- 
turn victorious? 

I believe that those questions can 
be answered very definitely in 
these words: They. want the maxi- 
mum of personal security for them- 
selves and their dependents and, 
above all, they want that security 
with freedom. 

Will this be possible? Can. Can- 
ada produce all the food, all the 
clothes, all the homes and the vast 
quantities of other things . which 
will be needed to insure security 
for every Canadian? The answer 
need not be in doubt. Less than 
four years of war have proved 
what can be done. If the present 
productive power of the country 
were being used to provide con- 
sumer goods for our people, instead 
of goods which are being consumed 
for purposes of war, we should be 
producing sufficient to give every 
family an income of about $3,000 a 
year. Aur present all-time record of 
production has been reached even 
while the cream of our manpower 
has been diverted to the fighting 
forces and with all the handicaps 
of the inefficient features of the 
financial system which we inherited 
from those bleak pre-war years. 


WAR PRODUCTION 

Canada’s wartime production is 

proof that during the years when 
poverty, hunger and_ insecurity 
stalked the land, there was abso- 
lutely no need of such conditions 
being itnposed on the people. Like- 
wise, those accomplishments are 
positive proof that after the war we 
can have a Canada in which every 
man, woman and child can have the 
security that has been denied him 
in the past. 
- And that brings us to the next 
question. Can that security be pro- 
vided with a full measure of free- 
dom for all—freedom to live our 
lives without compulsion and regi- 
mentation, freedom to choose our 
work and freedom to find scope for 
our personal initiative. I have no 
hesitation in asserting most em- 
phatically that not only is it pos- 
sible for us to have security with 
freedom, but it is absolutely essen- 
tial that such be the condition. If 
we fail in that, then this war 
against totalitarianism with all its 
sacrifices and suffering, will have 
been fought in vain. 

It is on this fundamental prin- 
ciple that socialism, no matter in 
what form, and democracy—that is 
democracy in its true sense—part 
company. 

The basis of the socialist argu- 
ment is that the evil conditions of 
the present system can be traced 
to private ownership and that the 
first step to rectify these conditions 
is to nationalizeethe means of pro- 
duction, or in other words to trans- 
fer ownership of industry to the 
state. 

That sounds plausible, but sev- 
eral very important questions arise 
in connection with this premise. 

In the first place, as 1 pointed out, 
the effect of nationalizing industry 
is to create one vast state mon- 
opoly. One of the greatest evils 
which the present system has creat- 
ed has been the great monopolies 
which dominate our economic life. 
Yet in-all seriousness, our socialist 
friends. suggest that these mon- 
opolies together with all other in- 
dustries should be replaced by one 
vast state monopoly. ’ 

The evil of apy monopoly is in 
the power which is concentrated in 
the hands of those who control it, 


REPLACE OFFICIALS 

Suppose that you replace a priv- 
ate monopoly by a state monopoly, 
all you do is to replace one group 
of controllers by a more powerful 
group. The state officials who 
would operate the nationalized in- 
dustries would have increased 
powers to dictate what should be 
produced, in what quantities it 
should be produced, by whom it 
would be produced, what wages 
would be paid and what price 
should be. 

There would be no competitive 
effort to please the consuming pub- 
lic, because there would be one 
authority directing production. If 
you did not like the kind of suit, 
or the dresses, or the shoes or the 
houses provided, it would be just 
too bad—for there can be no appeal 
from the state. If you did not like 
the conditions under which you 
were required to work or the wages 
you were getting, you could not do 
much about it—for you would be a 
servant of the state and you would 
have no alternative but to accept 
the conditions which the state 


authorities imposed upon you. 
You may think that if the people 
@id not like the results they got, 
they would be a-le to c''ange the 
government. Let us face thit ques- 


tion frankly. Imagine the power 
which would be concentrated in the 
hands of a socialist government. 
They would control industry, com- 
merce and finance. They would 
have the power to appoint their 
Party supporters to all the key 
positions. They would control the 
armed forces. They would control 
the money system. 


VAST POWER 


With this vast power concentrat- 
ed in the hands of a political party, 
may I ask how you think it will be 
possible to get rid of it? 


What we have to bear in mind is 
that simply because this power 
would be concentrated in “the 
state” it would not mean that the 
People would wield that power. 
Actually -the people would be di- 
vested of every shred of the limited 
powers they now exercise under 
our present inefficient system. All 
power would be centralized in the 
hands of those who control in- 
dustry, finance and the political 
structure, 

And, in order to plan and admin- 
ister. this vast state monopoly it 
would be necessary to establish a 
gigantic state bureaucracy. To get 
some idea of the extent to which 
this would be carried out, we have 
only to consider the bureaucracy 
that has been created during the 
four short years of war in order to 
deal with a limited wartime control 
of industry and commerce. 

Actually we are getting a taste of 
the bureaucracy and of socialism 
now—but it is just a sample. How 
would you like it expanded and in- 
tensified into the real thing? 


SPECIAL ATTENTION 

Now I want to turn to an aspect 
of the socialists’ case which de- 
serves particular attention—namely, 
their attitude towards finance. As 
you know, contro] of the monetary 
system is the key to economic con- 
trol. Today the monetary system 
is operated by a highly centralized 
private monopoly which, by its 
power to control the quantity of 
money and its distribution, is able 
to control all production and to 
dominate every aspect of the 
country's economic life. It wields 
a power greater than governments 
and constitutes a virtual dictator- 
ship. 

That the advocates-in-chief of 


j socialism recognize this is shown by 


the following statement from’ their 
book, Social Planning for Canada. 
I quote, ‘In the modern economy 
those who contro] and direct to- 
day's financial system can dictate 
the type, the volume and the 
method of tomorrow's production. 
This power is far too great to be 
left in the ‘hands of private in- 
terests’. 

In the light of that statement is 
it not strangely significant that’ our 
socialist friends ignore the import- 
ance of monetary reform? Why is it 
that you will not find the socialists 
of any country attacking interna- 
tional finance? Why is it that they 
go out of their way to defend the 
present money system as a system? 

Do you doubt this? Then let me 
give you two quotations from their 
official book, Social Planning for 
Canada: On page 303 we read, ‘Most 
of the current criticism of the 
chartered banks is picayune stuff.’ 
Again on page 305 we are told: ‘The 
Canadian chartered banks, when so 
nationalized, would in many re- 
spects stay remarkably unchanged’. 

What, then, would be the ad- 
vantage of a socialized banking 
system? We find their own answer 
on page 306 of the same book: 

‘The difference between the pres- 
ent and the nationalized system is 
that the power of the banks to lend 
or withhold credit will be con- 
sciously used as an instrument of 
national policy’. You will note that 
the power of centralized credit con- 
trol is to be retained, the system as 
such is not to be changed, and that 
both this power and the system are 
to be used—not to give the people 
the results they want—but as a 
means of carrying out the plans of 
the state bureaucracies. 

Anyone familiar with the opera- 
tion of our present financia) system 
knows that so long as the system 
remains. unchanged, its evils will 
persist. And, moreover, it will con- 
tinue to be controlled by that smal! 
group of international financiers 
who are able to manipulate all 
monetary exehanges. 

WELL ADVANCED 

Is it then any wonder that 
socialist propaganda is always well 
financed by the money powers? Is 
is any wonder that Montagu Nor- 
man, permanent governor of the so- 
called Bank of England, once stat- 
ed ‘Nationalization? Why I would 
welcome St’. 

There is still one other aspect of 
this question to which J wish to 
draw your attention tonight. 

Our socialist friends are always 
very anxious to repudiate any con- 
nection between what they are 
advocating and the national social- 
ism of Nazi Germany, Let us con- 
sider wherein they differ. 

The Nazis nationalized Germany's 
heavy industries and later brought 
all the others under thei rcontrol. 
Our socialist friends are advocat- 
ing the same thing. 

The Nazi overlords planned pro- 
duction, distribution, reconstruc- 
tion,, wages and all aspects of the 
country. Wherein lies the | dif- 
ference between that and the 
planned economy of Canada’s soc- 
ialists? 

PROMISED SECURITY 

The Nazis promised the people 
security, freedom from unemploy- 
ment and the right to vote—tnat 
was before they seized contro} of al) 
the institutions of the state and con 
centrated supreme power in their 
own hands. Too late the people

Kills Trapper} By German Raiders

GRANDE PRAIRIE, June 15. — 
A verdict of death caused by frac- 
ture of the skull when a piano fell 
on him, was rendered Saturday by 
the coroner's jury investigating the 
death of Torstein Pedersen of Val- 
halla which occurred on June 5 in 
the Valhalla Community hall.

economic security individually and 
collectively, they had lost every 
vestige of their freedom, ‘Freedom 
from unemployment’ meant forced 
labour and the ‘right to vote’ was 
nothing more than the right to ex- 
press approval, but not disapproval, 
of the gangsters who wielded su- 
preme power in the name of the 
state. Surely the people of Canada 
are wise enough to save themselves 
from a future such as that. 

Lord Acton once said: ‘All power 
corrupts; absolute: power corrupts 
absolutely’. And that has proved to 
be the case throughout history. 

And so I submit that the doctrine 
of the supreme state which is the 
basis of all socialist philosophy is 
no solution for Canada's problem. 
Far from democracy needing social- 
ism, every step towards centralizing 
power and concentrating it in the 
hands of a state authority operating 
through a vast bureaucracy is a 
further retreat from true de- 
mocracy. Socialism therefore de- 
stroys democracy—for the very es- 
sence of democracy is that the state 
and all its institutions should exist 
to serve the people and must, 
therefore, be controlled by the 
people; whereas under socialism in 
any guise, the people become the 
mere creatures of a supreme state 
authority. 

Under democracy the people are 
supreme; under socialism the state 
—that is those in control of the 
state institutions—constitute the 
supreme power. 

Thus on examination we are 
forced to the conclusion that social- 
ism is inseparable from totalitarian- 
ism. What a ghastly tragedy it 
would be if, in our anxiety to build 
a better Canada out of the havoc 
and carnage of this war, we blindly 
stumbled into the adoption of the 
very same kind of social system 
that has reduced Europe to a 
shambles and for. the abolition of

12 Civilians Killed 


LONDON, June 15.—(CP)—With 
the moon approaching the full, the 
Germans sent over a few more 
raiders than usual during last night, 
it was revealed today, and 12 civil- 
ian deaths were reported. In one 
town a hospital was damaged. None 
of the patients was among those 
killed. 


The raiders arrived in two waves, 
one over the southeast coast and 
later another one over the east 
coast. Two were destroyed. A 
school and houses in the residential 
part of an east coast town were 
set afire when enemy aircraft drop- 
ped hundreds of incendiaries early 
this morning. 

Fire watchers extinguished many 
incendiaries but the fires which 
broke out were said to have reach- 
ed “considerable proportions.” In 
one street almost every store front 
was shattered. 

Among those killed was the 
father of seven children who found 
an unexploded bomb in the kitchen 
of his home.

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Mr. Pattullo Was Right 


In the British Columbia elections of 
1941 the Pattullo (Liberal) Government 
failed to secure a working majority in the 
legislature. Financial interests immedi- 
ately got busy with their pet “union gov- 
ernment” idea and exerted pressure to 
bring about a coalition administration. 

At the Liberal convention at which the 
matter was discussed, Mr. Pattullo reject- 
ed the coalition scheme and refused to be 
a party to it. The convention, however, 
‘went against him by a small majority. Mr. 
Pattullo resigned the premiership, and his 
finance minister, Hon. John Hart, became 
Premier of the coalition cabinet now in 
office. ss 

In refusing to take part in the mete 
Mr. Pattullo warned the convention that 
60 per cent of the Liberal electors would 
not vote for coalition candidates. There 
have been two bye-elections in British Col- 
umbia since the new regime took office. 
In the traditionally Conservative constitu- 
ency of Salmon Arm the C.C.F. candidate 
won, Yesterday in the traditionally Lib- 
eral riding of Revelstoke the C.C.F. can- 
didate again won.

Why Not Play Safe? 


Seven persons were injured in traffic 
accidents on Edmonton streets during the 
week-end; while a man who had been in- 
jured on Friday died on Saturday. The 
mishaps occurred under widely differing 
circumstances, so widely differing that 
only one contributing factor seems to have 
been common to all of them, from the pub- 
lished accounts. That was the factor that 
is present in nearly all street accidents— 
failure on the part of some person to ob- 
serve due caution. 

It may be that in no case was there de- 
liberate carelessness, or even an unusual 
lack of caution. But the results show that 
the care taken was not sufficient at the 
time and place. And for one accident that 
occurs where this is the case, there are 
ten narrow eScapes, as anyone knows who 
is at all familiar with street conditions. 
These conditions are such as we have not 
known before. There never was a time 
when the streets were as dangerous as 
they are at present. That fact has not 
stamped itself as clearly on the minds of 

estrians and drivers as it should have 
done. “Eternal vigilance” is the price of 
even comparative safety on Edmonton 
streets. - 


“We Are Not Alone” 


Yesterday was Flag Day in the United 
Nations, when the emblem which signal- 
izes the alliance was supposed to be dis- 
played on public and private buildings. The 
object of course was to remind the peo- 

les of these countries that they are not 
ighting as nations but as a combination of 
‘nations. 

Unfortunately Flag Day did not get the 
advance publicity it deserved, and needed 
to make the observance general. Most 
Canadians only learned that special sig- 
nificance attached to the day when yester- 
day’s newspapers appeared. Naturally the 
United Nations flag was conspicuous by its 
absence in Edmonton, and probably else- 
where. 

It is not too late, however, for the 
householder to get one of these banners 
and fasten it up somewhere as a perpetual 
reminder that Canada is in alliance with 
thirty-one other countries. There are 
sound reasons for keeping this fact clearly 
in mind. The advantages of the alliance 
are clearly enough shown every day in 
the news from the fighting fronts, and 
there is no danger that these will be for- 

tten. But there are responsibilities also 

volved, and these are more likely to es- 
cape attention. 

To mention only one, Canada’s ration- 
ing policy cannot be understood unless we 
remember that the Dominion has to help 
feed its Allies, not merely to take care of 
the needs of its own people. A frequeht 
sight of the white background with the 
vertical red bars will make it easier to do 
with less than we want of foods which 
seem to be produced in Canada in surplus 
quantities.

Taxi Situation Serious 


Early Saturday evening, a young mar- 

ried woman of this city discovered she was 
to be prematurely delivered of a child. She 
called her physician and he ordered her 
immediately to a hospital. An attempt was 
made to secure an ambulance or a taxicab 
to convey her thither. No such vehicle was 
available. Each taxi company pleaded 
shortage of gasoline. Eventually her 
husband ed to secure the services of 
a clergyman Who drove the dangerously ill 
‘woman to a hospital. 
i This is not the first instance of its kind. 
And it represents a situation which is 
definitely not good enough. In fact, it is 
intolerable. 

When the e rationing of taxicabs 
went into effect in Edmonton, we were 
told that taxi service would be available 
for hospita) trips, train ers, wed- 

and funerals. Whatever is the 
regard to weddings and 


funerals, taxicabs just are not available for 
train passengers and for the sick. 

Taxicab service is curtailed in all Can- 
adian cities. But in no Canadian city is it 
curtailed for legitimate and emergency 
cases, 80 ridiculously as in Edmonton. 

This inspires two interesting specula- 
tions: 

First, can it be a fact that Edmonton 
taxicab. companies are not receiving the 
same proportionate allotment of gasoline 
as taxicab companies in other ,cities are 
receiving? 

Or, secondly, if the Edmonton taxicabs 
are receiving a proportionate share of 
gasoline, what are they doing with it? 

Certainly those parsengerg, such as the 
dangerously sick, who are entitled to a 
reasonable service, are not getting it. 

In the interests of humanity and good 
government, the city authorities should 
make it their business to discover just 
what is wrong. If the taxi companies are 
not giving the service they are supposed to 
give, they have no right to operating 
licenses, and steps should be taken to 
establish companies that will give that 
service. y 


The farm labor shortage has spread to 
Alberta’s provincial jails. In these two in- 
stitutions, at Ft. Saskatchewan and Leth- 
bridge, the population has slumped 50 per 
cent in the last year and there are not men 
enough to look after the crops on the jail 
farms. Good employment conditions are 
credited mainly with the labor scarcity in 
these places of internment, no doubt 
rightly so. Work is a t conserver of 
morals and regulator of conduct. Few are 
tempted to steal when there are chances to 
earn an honest living. 


Mussolini’s little 2x2 island of Linosa 
changed hands without any unpleasant- 
ness. The garrison of 140 sailors and 
soldiers had their white flag ready, and 
ran it up when a destroyer came along, 
which showed good sense whatever Benito 
may think about it. The island is of little 
importance. The capture completes the 
taking over of the enemy small islands 
from which interference might be offered 
to navigation of the Sicilian Strait, and 
Allied air and sea forges can be concen- 
trated in the attack on Sicily.

FROM THE DUMFRIES AND 
GALLOWAY STANDARD,

In a camp somewhere in Egypt, 
an officer, an n.c.o., and 10 men 
from each of the Scottish regi- 
ments, together with a pipe band 
and a platoon of kilted High- 
landers, took part in a ceremony 
unique in the history of the war in 
the Middle East. 

It was the dedication of a can- 
vas church called the St. Andrew's 
Church of Scotland. 

Alone among the regiments of 
the British Army, the Cameronians 
(Scottish Rifles) are privileged to 
carry their loaded rifles into 
church and to mount a guard for 
the protection of worshippers. 

Descended from the Covenanters 
of Scotland, who had to protect 
their minister on the hills and in 
the glens, this regiment still ad- 
heres to the old custom. Each man 
carries a Bible in his pack and the 
youngest officer on parade carries 
the Bible for public worship to 
church. 

Over this tented church, the 
Cameronians posted their guard, 
and when the worshippers were 
assembled, the officer of the guard, 
in time old formula, entered the 
church and informed the preacher 
that the quere had been posted and 
that public worship could proceed. 

The church has a pulpit, Com- 
munion table and other furnishings 
just as is to be found in any church 
in Scotland, but they enshrine 
memories for the padre, Rev. T. L. 
Low (Church of Scotland), who 
ministers there, for the Commun- 
ion table and the pulpit are each in 
memory of a friend. 

Two years ago, during the cam- 
paign in Eritrea, Padre Low, then 
chaplain to the Highland Light In- 
fantry in Keren, buried a comrade, 
Capt. P. D, Hamilton, of the High- 
land Light Infantry, who had re- 
signed his commission in the chap- 
plains’ department in order to be- 
come a combatant officer. To his 
memory the Communion table is 
dedicated. 

On September 22, 1942, Padre 
Low lost another friend, Rev. 
Vernon Clark. For his fearlessness 
Padre Clark was known as “the 
man who had won a thousand 
V.C.s,” and the Scots Guards felt 
that when he was with them all 
was well. But for him death did 
not come in the heat of the battle; 
he died after having undergone 


an operation. The pulpit is dedi- 
cated to his memory.

Solution 


There is, of course, only one 
permanent solution for the evils 
that threaten, not only the solvency 
of individual farmers, but the 
security of the entire farming in- 
dustry. 

And that is a systematic scaling 
down of the farmer's accumulated 
debt, the provision of refunding 
loans of from 20 to 30 years dura- 
tion and the guaranteeing of 
parity prices. 

This was the pattern followed by 
farm relief in the United States 
and in practically every part of 
the English-speaking world except 
Canada. 

President Roosevelt did this for 
the farmers of the United States 
ten years ago. The result is that 
the 6,000,000 farmers of that country 
have never enjoyed such pros- 
perity in any previous ten years 
in' history. 

New Zealand has established a 
similar enlightened policy. 

What a dreadful commentary it 
is on Canadian agricultural policy 
when the farmers of the United 
States enjoy prosperty and their 
brothers across an imaginary line 
fall deeper and deeper into bank- 
tuptcy. 

And Ottawa tells them they have 
the high privilege of appealing to 
the courts when their accumulated 
debts threaten to put them out of 
business! 

What a solution in a wartime 
country where the health of agri- 
culture may turn the scales to- 
wards victory or defeat! 


Realistic 

The time has come to demand 8 
more realistic view of the farm 
debt situation from Ottawa. 

The time has come to enquire 
who or what is preventing the Do- 
minion government from formu- 
lating a sane and permanent farm 
policy. 

The time has come to find out 
whether the future of the Canadian 
agriculture is to be controlled by 
the urgent needs of the country or 
by the mortgage companies. 

That discovery is long overdue.

His conclision is that we should 
leave our constitution in the hands 
of the British Parliament. We 
should not move it to Canada. And 
why? Because we are incapable of 
administering it with justice to all. 
We are too young, apparently, too 
small, too foolish to have complete 
charge of our own affairs. In all 
great matters we must still rely on 
the superior wisdom of the British 
Parliament, most of whose mem- 
bers have never been in Canada 
and know very little about us. 

“So long as Canada is part of the 
British Empire,” Senator Farris 
writes, “it is my opinion that no 
scheme is as good as the present 
one.” He fears that on some “gust 
of popular prejudice” the Cana- 


dian parliament might amend the | 


constitution in a fashion “sub- 
versive of the principles of Confed- 
eration or destructive of the just 
right of any minority.” In that case 
“there would be the great protec- 
tion of the sense of fair play in the 
British House of Commons and 
House of Lords and in His Majesty 
the King.” 
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According to this remarkable 
principle, no gation should be 
trusted with any final decision 
affecting its basic law, its political 
system or its minorities, Thus the 
Senator should go further and sug- 
gest that the unwritten British con- 
stitution repose in Canada so that 
the British government could never 
do anything unjust to a British 
minority or make any unwise 
change in the British political sys- 
tem.

OTTAWA, June 15.—(CP)—M. J. Coldwell, C.C.F. 
leader, said yesterday in the House of Commons that profits 
“unparalleled in history” are being “exacted” from the Un- 
{ted Nations by the Aluminum Company of Canada and its 


associated companies. * 


He said that in his view the 
egreement by which the Canadian 
government granted accelerated 
Gepreciation for taxation pur- | 
poses on the Canadian company's 
Plant extensions was “not in the 
best interests” of Canada. 

Munitions Minister Howe, reply-| 
ing to Mr. Coldwell after the dinner | 
recess, said in the house that his | 
department was fighting a battle) 
against the Axis, not a battle) 
“against trusts and combines, or 
one industry as against another in- 
dustry.” 

Whether or not Aluminum 
Limited, the parent company of 
Aluminum Co., of Canada, was a

Mr. Coldwell, who said he ob- 
tained his facts about the Canadian 
Aluminum Company and its asso- 
ciate companies from authentic 
sources in Washington, gave a his- 
tory of the Aluminum Company of 
America and its profits. 


“INDUSTRIAL BARONS” 


“We are dealing with a group of 
industrial barons whose chief aim 
has been to make money and ob- 
tain world-wide power,” he said. 
“It is to this organization that the 
governments have given or ad- 
vanced over $300,000,000 in one 
form or another during this war. It 
is easily the greatest financial grab 
ever pulled off in the history of 
Canada.” 

Aluminum, he said, is sold to the 
United Nations at base prices of 
15 and 17 cents a pound, yet in 1937 
aluminum, according to the com- 
pany's own statements, could be 
produced at Arvida for 87 cents 
per pound. Since then volume of 
production had been increased 
greatly, the plants were stepped 
up from partial to full capacity and 
the latest and most modern equip- 
ment installed, He said he had 
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been informed aluminum now 
could be produced for six cents a 
pound, 

“Cost-free aluminum facilities 
and the power plant at Shipshaw 
will do two things,” he said, 
enable them to control more 
effectively than ever the light 
metal industry of the world and 
undersell publicly-owned power 
in the northwestern part of North 
America.” 

The C.C.F. leader said for 50 
years aluminum Limited, had been 
obtaining and maintaining control 
of one of the world’s most profit- 
able industries. On an original 
capital of $3,121,000, profits for 
securities in the 25 years 1911 to 
1935, totalled $240,000,000, an annual 
return of more than 282 per cent. 


AMOUNTS TO BONUSES 

He sat by permitting the com- 
pany to write off the cost of plant 
extensions and three-fifths of the 
cost of the new power plant at 
Shipshaw during the war the gov- 
ernment had given the company 
“what amounts to a bonus of 
$154,500,000 in one year.” In addi- 
tion to write-offs further bonuses 
amounting to more than $23,000,000 
were given, making a total of $177,- 


000,000. 

The United States government 
agreed to an advance payment

OTTAWA, June 15.—(CP)—Munitions Minister Howe 
said in the House of Commons yesterday his department was 


fighting the Axis, not a battle 


between one company and another company. 
He was answering M. J. Cold- + 


well, C.C.F. leader, who said 
during the afternoon sitting that a 
carte! had operated to hold up 
the price of aluminum and its op- 
ertaions had not been in the best 
interests of Canada. 

Mr. Howe said all agreed on the 
importance of aluminum in the war. 
Canada was able to make a sub- 
stantial contribution of aluminum 
at that time. Had the Dominion not 
been able to do so, the battle of 
Britain might have been lost in- 
stead of won. 


MADE AIR FLEETS POSSIBLE 

Canada’s aluminum made _ pos- 
sible the expansion of air fleets, 

It had been charged that Alum- 
inium Ltd., the parent company of 
Aluminum Co. of Canada, was a 
combine. 

“I dare say that is true,’ said Mr. 
Howe. 

“I presume it is a combine to- 
ay.” 

Whether or not it was a com- 
bine, this did not appear to be 


the time to take up the war 
against companies, said Mr. 
Howe. 


There had been every effort not 
to use the exigencies of war to 
change the competitive position of 
any industry, and all had been 
treated the same way.

Mr. Howe said that Thurinan Ar- 
nold, United States “trust-buster,” 
had prosecuted an action against 
the Aluminum Co. of America, and, 
after exhaustive inquiry, the com- 
pany had been found not guilty of 
every one of about 300 charges. 

When the price of Canadian 

aluminum to the United States 
was reduced to 15 from 17 cents 
@ pound, Mr. Howe said he ob- 
tained a similar reduction for 

Britain and Canada. 

No money had been provided the 
Aluminum Co. by the government 
for expansion purposes, The Alum- 
inum Co, now owned a property 
fully depreciated and the earnings 
would be taxable in full. Had there 
been some arrangement for supply- 
ing export aluminum at some lower 
price level, the Canadian position 
in regard to taxation returns 
would have been worse. 


WRONGLY STATED 

It had been wrongly stated in the 
United States that the Shipsaw, 
Que., power development under.

The Pattern of Victory 

Alexander the Great is said to have remarked, aa he 
watched the assembling of the Persian armies at Issus, “The 
wolves never. concern themselves over how many the sheep | 


” 


are. 

1 we are not going to be 
brought te the rude end uncom- 
fortable realization of the sin- 
ister truth in ths remark, if we 
are not going to discover to our 
cost that It is perfectly possible 
for one army to annihilate an- 
other army twice or even three 
times its size, we must abendon 
this sheeplike and docile follow- 
ing where the enemy leads, strik- 
ing where he wants us to strike, 
directing our strength where he 
wants us to direct it. In short, 
we must stop trying to win the 
war either by tactical defense or 
by tactical offense, where the 
enemy will always be ready and 
waiting for us. 

We must start using some real 


strategy, taking fullest advantage , 


of his lost initiative (timing), of 


his dispersion (spacing), at the 
same time employing the third 
strategic variable (force) in the| 


highest possible concentration to 
upset his equilibrium, and, having 
done this, give him no chance to 
restore his balance, no chance to 
re-form his forces or recast his 
plans. Then, and only then, can 
we hope to strike him tactically 
with any chance of a decisive re- 
sult. 

Are we going to wait until every 
preparation is made, until every 
plan and annex is completed, until 
the enemy has had ample time and 
opportunity to make his own dis- 
positions and marshal his forces at 
the point where he confidently 
awits us, before we launch our 
main attack? 


SUICIDAL MADNESS 


But such an operation, even in 
the realm of tactics, is by defini- 
tion the negation of a “main attack”. 
In strategy, such as course of 
action is simply suicidal madness, 
For the Prussian is on his own 
ground here and will always be 
able to do this sort of thing just 
about 1,000 per cent better than 
anyone else. 

Have we forgotten so soon the 
Nivelle offensive of World War I 
with its exhaustive preparations 
for a massive tactical thrust, and 
the damage to the Allied cause that 
resulted when the widely adver- 
tised “overwhelming blow,” struck 
at the empty air, was met by a 
murderous tactical counter-offens- 
ive? 

We must avoid, at all costs, the 
sort of operation that has been the 
core of German military sciénce 
for the last two centuries. On no 
account, and no matter how tempt- 
ing the opportunity seems to be, 
must we seek to “turn the enemy 
during battle.” Right 
the strategy of Napoleon and Foch, 
the only two men who ever beat 
the Prussian, demands that the 
enemy be turned before battle and 
that a direction be given the “main 
effort” which will accomplish this 
in spite of anything Hitler can do, 


MILITARY DEGENERACY 


It is not that we should do some- 
thing new or make use of a formula 
for victory that has never been 
tried before. It is simply that we 
should take the fullest advantage, 
before it is too late, of our enemy's 
weakness, of something that is tak- 
ing place in his armies, a phase of 
military degeneracy that might 
well be called the “perversion of 
war.” In its essence, this condition 
originates in the fixation of atten- 
tion on the goal of military effort 
to the neglect of the means by 
which that goal must be achieved. 

In another sense and from an- 
other viewpoint, it is the rational- 
ization of war, or, more explicitly, 
the rationalization of the offensive 
that leads every military autocracy 
to accomplish its own destruction, 
For it is as though an army should 
become so stereotyped in its re- 
actions, so hidebound by the habit 
of attack, that upon every stimulus 
it should continually launch itself 
at the enemy, everlastingly over- 
extend itself in rulnous offensives 
aimed at an objective that is im- 
possible of attainment with the 
means at hand. 

In his monumental work “De la 
Conduite de la Guerre", Foch has 
given us a very illuminating foot- 
note on this matter. Writing of 
the degeneration which the mili- 
tary system of his idol Napoleon 
had undergone prior to the in- 
vasion of Russia in 1812, he says: 

“)., As the Emperor's armies 
grew larger in size and decreased 
in value, it was to a strategy 
more and more formal, ta a sys- 
tem more and more rationalized, 
that he trusted for victory, In 
this erder of ideas, Napoleon 
seemed to devote himself always 
more earnestly to the considera- 
tion ef the goals or objectives of 
his projected action, less and less 
to the means by which alone 
these goals might be achieved, 
until we see him, in the cam- 
paign of 1812, leaving the means 
completely out ef account in his 
eagerness to chastise the insolent 
Alexander and bring Russia into 
his ‘Burepean system’.” 

Let us note that this was the 
same Napoleon who did not dis- 
dain to wield a pjck himself on 
the night of October 13, 1806, in 
order to get his artillery through 
the narrow defiles of the Land- 
grafenberg in time to smash the 
Prussians on the fourteenth; the 
same Napoleon who toppled the 
laboriously constructed military 
edifice of Frederick the Great in 
a single campaign and dictated his 
peace terms in Berlin one month 
after his armies had received the 
initial impetus of the infallible 
strategy of Jena,

There was Jena, the Napoleonic 
masterpiece, where the principle of 
the bataillon carre was applied 
with such telling effect by the 
spreading of a strategic net which | 
took the helpless Prussians like so | 
many fish; where the enemy was 
fixed as though by a magnet in 
order that his equilibrium might 
be destroyed as by a trip-hammer, 


MEN SACRIFICED 

And there was Borodino, the 
archetype of war's perversion, a 
battle utterly without strategy, a 
soldier's battle of tactical butchery, 
where masses were hurled at the 
enemy without the semblance of a 
manoeuvre and men were ruthless- 
ly sacrificed for a few yards of 
terrain that would have no 
strategic value after it was taken, 

In the one case, the enemy is 
turned strategically—turned before 
battle by the “mass of manoeuvre” 
in order to take him tactically at 
the greatest disadvantage with his 
front reversed. In the other, we 
have a true “Prussianized” battle 
in which, after a technical victory 
and the achievement of the tactical 
objective, the strategic objective, 
the destruction of the Russian 
army, is as far away as ever, 

At Jena, when the smoke had 
cleared away from the Landgrafen- 
berg and the captured standards 
were counted, it was found that 
Napoleon had so manoeuvred as to 


place his army between the de- 
feated Prussians and their capital 
At Borodino, the same Grande 
Armee that was a superb tactical 
instrument when guided by right 
strategy is seen to be no. better 
than a broken stick in the hands 
of an Emperor whose concepts are 
dominated by masse at the expense 
of mobility, 


WEAKNESS OF 
WARRIOR NATIONS 

What was true of Napoleon, the 
uncontested master of the art of 
war, is true of all the other wield- 
ers of military power who, from 
time immemorial, have sought to 
hold and to consolidate by the 
sword mandates and territory that) 
were seized by the sword. The 
same plague that afflicted the 
armies of Napoleon in 1812 fastened 
upon the armies of the Kaiser in 
1918. In each case, we observe the 
degeneracy which war suffers at 
the hands of autocracy when re- 
duced to a system of conquest, 
Nazi Germany is no exception to 
this rule, and the system of Hitler 
already exhibits unmistakable evi- 
dence of that perversion to which 
all martial states are subject and 
which, due to the nature of dic- 
tatorship, is not susceptible of self- 
correction, 

In an entirely different manner 
and for a very different reason, 
what is war's perversion in the 
martial state becomes its degra- 
dation in a democracy, | have 

| spoken of the condition which is 
caused by the importation of 
economic and political concepts 
into a nation’s strategy, and | 
have endeavored to show that 
democracies, particularly wealthy 
democracies, are predisposed by 
their very nature to the military 
blight of overadministration, with 
its attendant evils of multiple 
command and divided responsi- 
bility. 


Therefore, no embattled democ- 
racy can hope to triumph over its 
enemies until it produces a leader 
who is able to gather up the 


divided and often conflicting forces 
of the republic into an avalanche 
of unadulterated military energy. 

Pericles, Caesar, Charlemagne, 
Pitt, Lincoln, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, have a peculiar historical im- 
portance that Spengler and his 
geopolitical disciples have com- 
pletely overlooked. For these men 
represent not only the antidote for 
the poison with which democracies 
sometimes lay themselves, but the 
appointed scourge and destruction 
of democracy'’s mortal enemy—the 
warrior state.

Practically all accidents on the 
street railway recently had re- 
sulted from failure on the part of 
street car operators to observe 
stendard regulations, city council 
was informed by the city com- 
missioners in response to a ques- 
tion asked by Ald. C. E. Gariepy. 

The following statement was con- 
tained in the commissioners’ re- 
port from Thomas Ferrier, street 
railway superintendent, covering 
these accidents: 

“We may say that although the 
‘accidents of late happened with 
new men, these men had all receiv- 
ed the usual three weeks training 
under competent instructors. They 
had passed the regular examina- 
tion by the chief inspector before 
being placed on the regular operat- 
ing list. After this they were under 
the direct supervision of the in- 
spectors who check up on all new 
men regularly and correct any 
faulty operation. 

“Practically all of these accidents 
resulted from failure on the part 
of the operator to observe stan- 
dard regulations and nine of the 
men have been dismissed from the 
service. All of the others involved 
have been disciplined under the re- 
gular departmental disciplinary 
measures.” 


OTHER CAUSES 

Ald. Guy Patterson, K.C., sug- 
gésted that the street railway super- 
intend@nt was charging the cntire 
blame for these accidents to the 
new employees on the street rail- 
way, when it was possible that the 
accidents might have been caused 
through the speed-up of schedules, 
operating with old equipment and 
cars. He said that the firing of 
nine men from the service, and the 
disciplining of others was not the 
way to treat these employees. 

Mayor John W. Fry pointed out 
that all men fired or disciplincd 
because of being involved in acci- 
dents, had the right to appeal to 
the commissioners against the de- 
cision of the street railway, and 
not a single one of them had avail- 
ed themselves of the appeal pro-| 
vision, 

Ald. Sidney Bowcott expressed 
the opinion that the training period 
was too short, and that the com- 
missioners should give considera- 
tion to a longer training period 
and the payment of wages during 
that period.

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Province Seeks 
Details of Act 


The provincial government, 
through W. D. King, deputy minis- 
ter, department of trade and in- 
dustry, has requested the city of 
Edmonton to furnish details of the 
sections of the Conciliation and Ar- 
bitration Act on which the city is 
asking for a joint reference from 
the province and the city to the 
gupreme court for clarification. 

The request for the joint refer- 
ence was made by the city because 
of difficulties arising out of the in- 
terpretation of “class or category 
of employees.” N 

These difficulties have arisen 
through the dispute between two 
sections of the street railway mot- 
ormen concerning the right to rep- 
resent this category of civic em- 
ploye as their bargaining agency.

Edmonton police were notified 
by Frank M. Pow, accountant, The 
Royal Bank of Canada, that Dodge 
had presented a cheque made pay- 
able to his own account for $25 on 
May 3 last. He was paid cash, 
after which the cheque was for- 
warded to Fort McMurray, only to 
be returned, marked “insufficient 
funds,” 


SECOND CHEQUE 

A second cheque for $50, made | 
out the same way, was presented 
for payment at the South Side 
branch of The Royal Bank, it was 
reported by Miss Hilda Hughes, 
teller. She cashed the cheque and 
initialed it. It was returned from 
Fort McMurray, on which branch 
it had been drawn. 

It was reported that Dodge had 
passed several such cheques in the 
southern part of the province, all of 
which were returned because of in- 
sufficient funds. 

The Edmonton police depart- 
ment was requested to lay informa- 
tion which might be waived to Cal- 
gary in case of a plea of guilty be- 
ing made there. R.C.M.P. made the 
arrest, it was stated.

And Mine

All persons interested in good 
child care are perplexed as to the 
reasons mothers do not take every 
advantage of the aid provided them 
from countless sources. 


With small differences, all of 
these sources emphasize the same 
things, good feeding, an under- 
standing of children, patience, and 
love. 

As Mrs. V. C. writes, “Why do 
mothers, when they read about 
what should be done for babies, al- 
ways think it means someone else's 
baby?” 

Why do they? Sometimes, one 
may surmise, it might be due to 
pure laziness. Taking care of a baby 
in the right way is not a lazy wo- 
man's job and those who shirk 
when possible would tend to slough 
off advice that seemed to make 
work for them. 

Sometimes, it may seem, their 
babies are doing all right, so why 
make any changes? That's under- 
standable. 

Again, it may be young mothers 
have been imbued with the ideas 
of older members of their family 
so anything strange or unusual is 
repudiated by them. To a new 
mother, anyone who has ever had 
a child may seem to be an authority 
on baby care. 

No one knows better than the 
mother of several how faulty is this 
opinion. Every thoughtful mother 
learns something with every child 
and has a hustle to keep up with the 
new developments in both science 
and ideas year by year. 


Mrs. V. C. continues, “Why, for 
instance, do mothers insist on push- 
ing or rocking a baby carriage? 
Why do they sympathize with me 
because I have two boys?” 


Usually a baby reacts to being 
rolled or rocked in a carriage by 
being so entertained he is motion- 
less and so, lying thus, it is easier 
for him to go to sleep. 


Babies should go to sleep inde- 
pendently of persons or their ser- 
vices, Mothers who put the new 
baby down in his soft little bas- 
sinet, comfortly covered, will dis- 
cover for themselves that he 
needs neither rocking nor roll- 
ing. If occasionally, ® baby is rest- 
less and this small attention will 
quiet him, there is nothing wrong 
with doing it. You know a mother 
will do it whether anyone ad- 
vises it or not. It seems natural. 

As for sympathy, because you 
have two sons, the only idea behind 
that is parents long for an assort- 
ment of the sexes. But two boys 
or two girls born within two or 
three years make an excellent start 
for any family. ° 

Your suggestion that the baby 
who sleeps late in the afternoons 
and poorly after he goes to bed 
could be helped by waking him in 
the afternoon, seems to have work- 
ed well with your friend* Some- 
times a baby gets off on the wrong 
sleeping foot and has to be helped 
to get adjusted to more ordinary 
habits.

It will cer- 
tainly make it more possible for 
women with young children to go 
to work with the feeling that their 
children are well caved for.

Do you remember the bidding 
after you start to pity a hand? 
More than half of the players 
don’t and that is why they often 
misplay a hand. Let's look at the 
bidding of today's hand. 

Over North’s double of one dia- 
mond, East bid one heart. That is 
about all you have to remember 
on this hand. 

In the play, West opvned the 
king of hearts, in response to 
his partner's heart bid. As I have 
often said, before you play to the 
first trick, study the hand care- 
fully and plan your line of play. 
In this hand you can see that the 
declarer must lose at least one 
spade trick, a heart trick, and the 
ace of diamonds. That is all he 
can afford to lose if he is to make 
his contract, 


South realized that, missing the 
ace, jack and ten of trumps, he 
might lose two trump tricks, but 
if the spades broke, two-two, he 
might hold the trump loss to one 
trick. As West had bid diamonds, 
South felt reasonably sure that he 
would lose only one diamond trick. 

The declarer realized that the 
danger lay in the possibility that 
West would ruff a heart. Review- 
ing the bidding, he recalled East's 
overcall of one heart over North's 
double. He could not have done 
that very well o@ fewer than five 
hearts. This would leave two in 
the West hand. On this count, 
South knew he must not win 
the first heart trick. If he did, 
West might get in with the ace of

Women in Canada eager to do 
their part for the war effort have 
organized themselves into wartime 
auxiliaries to send comforts to the 
services and to destitute people in 
the bombed out areas in the old 
country. A typical example of the 
worthy work that these organiza- 
tions are doing is exemplified by 
the Imperial Bank of Canada 
Ladies’ War Service Auxiliary 
formed in Toronto. 

Organized shortly after the war 
commenced the auxiliary had as its 
primary purpose to provide com- 
forts for enlisted members of the 
bank staff. It is now taking care of 
more than 500 staff members who 
are in the armed forces supplying 
the necessary woollens, cigarettes, 
and other small things that are so 
essential. This work has taken on 
the proportions of big business. 

Since that time the auxiliary has 
taken on new responsibilities: sew- 
ing for the Red Cross, making 
clothes and quilts, and it is equip- 
ped and organized to produce band- 
ages for the Red Cross. Along with 
al) the other activities and connec- 
tions, sixteen special requests for 
clothing and the like were dealt 
with during the past six months. 

In a report to the members of 
the auxiliary Mrs. Gordon Ritchie, 
president, stated that 1,704 articles 
of clothing and the like had been 
sent out by the auxiliary during the 
winter. 

The auxiliary includes members 
of the staff of the bank in Tor- 
onto or relatives of men from the 
bank staff who have enlisted.

War Problems 
Are Discussed’ 
~ By Merchants 


Wartime problems of retailers 
and suggestions for their solu- 
tion were outlined to a large 
gathering of local and district 
merchants of Edmonton, Monday 
evening by Robert Syer, retail 
trade consultant of the manage- 
ment service division, Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board. W .S. 
Campbell, prices and supply re- 
presentative of the board in Al- 
berta, accompanied Mr. Syer. 
After explaining how manage- 
ment service division is organized 
to assist the retail trade, Mr. Syer 
pointed out the reason why the 
“short supply” situation necessit- 
ates cautious management. 
“Selling consumer goods is a big 
responsibility for merchants today, 
and they play a tremendously im- 
portant role in the final allocation 
of merchandise,” he said. 

“You. must accept this respon- 
sibility,” said Mr. Syer, “and see to

goods is properly re-allocated to 
the customer. 

‘He felt local merchants should 
devise some system by. which all 
deliveries would be pooled. Such 
a system saves manpower, gaso- 
line tires, etc., he said. He also 
recommended self-service plans for 
stores as a means of cutting down 
operating costs by saving time of 
the merchant and reducing the 
number of employees necessary to 
wait on customers. 


FALSE ECONOMY 

“It is ‘false economy’ for retail- 
ers to reduce their advertising 
costs,” he declared, advising mer- 
chants to analyse these expendi- 
tures carefully so as to get the best 
returns from the most efficient 
advertising media. “It‘is essential 
that retailers keep their names 
before the public.” 

In the final analysis, the speaker 
said, “survival of business is con- 
tingent on cutting operating ex- 
penses to an absolute minimum 
and then regulating sales to a 
point where sales will meet those 
expenditures.” 

After the address, Mr. Syer an- 
swered many questions relating to 
retailers’ problems.

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Might Alleviate 
Mosquito Nuisance 


There is a slight possibility that 
something can be done to alteviate 


the mosquito nuisance, but action 
to combat this disturbing pest will 
be contingent on obtaining bermis- 
sion from the Dominion oil con- 
troller to purchase a heavy petrol- 
eum oil for spreading on the mos- 
quito breeding grounds. 

Answering a question by Ald. A, 
Bisset, K.C., in city council Monday 
night the city commissioners stated 
that a request had been made to the 
oil controller seeking oil to combat 
the nuisance. Ald. Bisset had asked 
what steps were being taken to 
abate it. 

Council was informed that a 
heavy type petroleum with one per 
cent cresylic acid added had been 
found effective in Winnipeg in 
combating the mosquito. The an- 
nual cost in the Manitoba capital of 
the campaign was from $5,000 to 
$15,000. 

The commissioners * estimated 
that it would cost— at least $10,000 
annually on the average to combat 
the nuisance here.

“Except for a few bitter and vin- 
dictive people, and a few who 
lacked common decency and good 
taste, the fine qualities and attri- 
butes of such a noble ‘character 
simply had to be acknowledged. 
Alberta was mourning the loss of 
her finest statesman, her greatest

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orator, her wisest man. 

“His record and contributions to 
Canadian thought, his teachings 
(both Christian and economic, his 
influence on the future lives of Ca- 

“nadian epople, his desire to help 
his fellow man, will be felt for 
many years to come, and some day 
will mark him as the noblest leader 
that Canada has ever produced. 

“For one week, the fair province 
of Alberta was without a govern- 
ment. But that state of affairs could 
go on no longer.

“You have seen in the past the 
evil shortage of purchasing power 
that is characteristic of the present 
system. Great piles of consumable 
goods awaiting on the shelves to be 
sold, created by only a fraction of 
our available manpower, because 
there were hundreds of thousands 
who were not employed in that pro- 
duction. When a thousand dollars 
worth of goods were produced, 
there were only probably 700 dol- 
lars distributed to buy it back again. 
Of that $1,000 worth of goods cre- 
ated, $700 could be bought because 
our people had received $700 among 
them all in its production, (rich 
man and poor man together). It left 
a surplus of $300, and the more we 
industrialized the greater that sur- 
plus became. 

“We try to sell that surplus to 
somebody else without buying any- 
thing from him in return. We seek 


“Anybody, any nation, will trade | 
dollar for dollar with us. They wi! | 
all trade commodities. But they 


will not buy more from us than we 
are willing to buy from them. And 
so if we can make ourselves able 
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to buy our own production, that | 
part of it that we cannot use can | 
be converted into other commodi- | 
ties of other countries, and we do 
not have to seek cash markets from 
anybody. 
CAME THE WAR 

“And then came the war. Our 
loyal boys, yes, and our girls, too. 
flocked to the colors, six hundred 
thousand of them. That six hundred 
thousand patriots have to be fed, 
clothed and sheltered, and supplied 
abundantly with the armaments of 
war. We must not let them down. 

“Now what do we find? With 
600 thousand people removed from 


our production system and offer- 
ing their lives for their country, 
the balance of the population is 
able through mass production to 
produce a greater pile of produc- 
tion than we have ever had before. 
And what is happening to our pile 
of production? It is being given 
away free. It is being given away 
free to the enemy. Our surplusses 
are being coonverted into the tools 
of war—into tanks, airplanes, ar-| 
tillery, bombs, bullets and ships, 
and they are given away to the 
enemy. We shoot them at him or 
he destroys them himself. 

“And the situation then is that

'Band Concerts 


Are Proposed 
In City Paks 


Band concerts Y be held in 
city parks during the summer if 
a suggestion made by Ald. Sidney 
Parsons can be implemented by 
the city commissioners. 

At Monday night’s council meet- 
ing Ald. Parsons suggested that the 
city commissioners explore the pos- 
sibilities of having band concerts in 
the city parks. : 

He intimated that it would be 
possible to hire a band for $65 a 
performance, and added that this 
would be money well spent to pro- 
vide amusement for Edmontonians, 
and visitors here who had no recre- 
ational facilities on Sunday. 

He said that travel restrictions 
through gasoline rationing, and the 
possibility of an early curtailment 
of rail travel would compel many 
families to take their holidays at 
home. The provision of these band 
concerts would be welcomed by 
such families. 

Ald. C. E. Gariepy asked if it 
would not be possible to get some 
of the military bands in Edmonton 
to give concerts free.

It is recommended also that

shall be presented to the city coun- 
cil, a certified statement by the 
city’s auditors, setting out the true 
condition of the fund as at Dec. 
31 of the previous year. 

Also it is recommended that the 
fire marshal shall be charged with 
the duty of making periodic inspec- 
tions of all municipal property, and 
report to the city commissioners 
any suggestions tending to elimin- 
ate hazards, 

In bringing forward these recom- 
mendations the city commissioners 
submitted a statement showing the 
amounts of fire insurance pre- 
miums paid, and losses suffered, 
during each of the last 27 years, 
1916 to 1942 inclusive. 

In this period, the statement re- 
veals, there was only one year in 
which the losses exceeded the pre- 
miums paid. This was due to the 
fire in the city stores building, 96 
street, in 1924. 


BARNS LOST 

The only other year when the 
losses exceeded 50 per cent of the 
premiums paid was in 1939, occa- 
sioned by the loss of two race hor; 
barns at the exhibition grounds. 

During the 27-year period the 
total premiums paid amounted to 
$766,640 while losses sustained 
were $146,122.51, a loss ratio of 19,06 
per cent. 

The comparative figures for the 
10 years, 1933 to 1942, show that 
$316,623.17 was paid in premiums, 
with losses amounting to $47,010.63, 
a percentage of losses to premiums 
of 14.85 per cent. 

The report disclosed that the 
average amount of premiums paid 
for the last 27 years was $28,394.07, 
and the average losses $5,411.94, 
while for the past decade only, the 
premiums have averaged $31,662.30, 
and the losses $4,701.06. 


INCREASED AMOUNT 


The increase in the average pre- 
mium paid during the last 10 years 
is due to the greatly increased 
amount of insurance carried, the 
report states. In 1942 the coverage 
was $5,267,300 compared with $783,- 
100 in 1917. 

The report disclosed that in 1922 
the average premium rate for each 
$100 of insurance was $1.73, while 
in 1942 this had been reduced to 
40 cents per $100.
